Petroleum. 


The flrst mention of petroleum In 


Amctlca waa made by Father De la 
Roche d'Allleu, « Franciscan, In 1629. 
It may be a surprise to many people to 
know that both the product itsalf and 
the names petrol and petroleum were 
familiar at least as far back as the 
middle of the fourteenth century. In the 
Sloaiie manuscript (fifteenth century) 
mention Is made both of rock oil and 
of the correct derivation of the name, 
which 
Is mediaeval Latin and of 


course has nothing to do with Peter: 
"Petroleum, oleum eat tactile: de petra. 
O(allloo), petrollle" ("Petroleum ia an 
oil made from rock—In French, pe- 
trollle") 
The property of drawing 


flre had struck the Imagination long 
before the work quoted lu "Nature" 
was published 
In 1590 Lodge used It 


In a metaphor: "As the clay petrol 
draweth flrc, so the -looks do gather 
affection " The word petrol (or petreol) 
disappeared from English and did not 
return until the days of the motor car 
Industry, when It waa relntroduced 
from the French In the sense of refined 
petroleum.

SECOND UAMAQE SDIT. 


Trial of the seooridJaraage suit grow- 


ing out of tbe unfortunate railway acci- 
dent at L-angborne station on November 
2», 1905, was not concluded !in the Civil 
Court on Wednesday, although its bear- 
ing consumed the whole day's session. 
Miss Elizabeth fowell, plaintiff in this 
ease, was struck on the arm and severely 
injured by the express train which killed 
Mary Ambler. Both women were in a 
group of passengers leaving the railway 
station to take a trolley car. The station 
platform, in process of removal to accom- 
modate an additional railway track, had 
been replaced by a cinder path. 
While 


passing along tbis path on her way to tbe 
trolley car, the plaintiff was struck bv/ln 
express train running at high ppeed and 
suffered severe injury of the left arm. 
Alleging that this path was too close to 
the track and not properly lighted, Miss 
Powell brought suit against the Philadel- 
phia ana Reading Railway Company to 
recover damages for her Injuries. 


After the plaintiff's testimony had been 


Ryan 
made a motion for a compulsory non-suit 
In support of this motion Mr. Ryan 
arguod that there was an entire absence 
of evidence to prove any negligence on 
the part ol the Railway Company, which 
caused tne accld nt 
He therefore asked 


that the case be not given to the jury. 
Judge Stout over-ruled the motion.

the Jury Thursday morning.
